ALREADY IN PRISON. 


The Murderers of Mrs. Sherman and 
Mrs. Davis Found. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
‘JAMESTOWN (N. Y.,) Oct. 13.—A 
rumor is current that detectives have 
traced the murder of Mrs. Sher- 
man and Mrs. Davis, in  Busti 
last December, to the hands of 
Emmet Bittles and three compan- 
ions, who, with him, were recently ar- 
rested and convicted of torturing 2n 
old woman near Union City, Pa. They 
are now serving time in a Pennsylva- 
nia penitentiary for a crime which 
was committed shortly after the Sher- 
man-Davis murders. 
The rumor says that a chain of evi- 
dence is being forged which will ‘m- 


’ plicate these men in the murders, and 


show that the others of the same gang 
were here at the same time. Bittles 
was well-known in this city, and he 
and his pals quite frequently visited 
here, always in a quiet and mysterious 
Way, and the theory is that he and his 
companions knew of the intentional 
absence of the Sherman family from 
home on the afternoon of the day that 
the murders were committed.

It Succeeds in Madagascar Against 
Determined Opposition. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED UVRESS REPORT) 

PARIS, Oct. 13.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A dispatch received here from Mojanga, 
Madagascar, says that the fighting 
prior to the occupation by the French of 
Antananarivo, the capital of Madagas- 
car, on September 30, was of a very de- 
termined character. The engagement 
was fought over ground which extended 
nine miles right up to the capital. The 
artillery fire resulted in the royal palace 
being struck by a shell. 

President Faure today attended a 
grand kermesse in the machinery gal- 
lery in the Champs de Mars, the oc- 
casion being the opening of the fetes in 
honor of the Madagascar victory. 

Gen. Duchesne, commander of the 
Madagascar expedition, has telegraphed 
to the government some jof the dctails 
of taking Antananarivo. -He says that 
several smart engagements Which were 
fought on September 29 and 29 brought 
him to Isafy. On September 30 he at- 
ar the heights east of Antanana- 
rivo. 

“Two columns under Gens. Emelin- 
ger and Voyron,” the report continues, 
“engaged Hoght, and, after a fight, cap- 
tured the heights. The Malagasy hbat- 
teries at the palace and north of the 
Capitol having opened fire, I com- 
menced to bombard, when the Mala- 
gasy came back to ask us to suspend 
hostilities. I made an official entry to 
the city the next morning and the 
treaty of peace was signed and ratified 
by the Queen in the evening, our loss 
being six killed and fifty wounded. The 
behavior of the troops was beyond 
praise.”

Susie Johnson's Song of 
Sixpence Act. 


An Artist's Model Served Up at 
a Stag Feed. 


Noted New York Bohemians are 
Treated to a Very Pretty . 
Surprise.

When the Pastry Was Opened the 
Crowd Began to Sing—A Dainty 
Dish and Fit to Set Before a 
King—The Sequel.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Susie Johnson, the nancsoma, 
daughter of an East Side mechanic, has 
disappeared. She is only 17 years old 
and for a year past has been posing for 
artists. 

In connection with her disappearance 
a story is told of a $3500 dinner given 
last May, which eclipses anything ever 
attempted in New York Bohemian cir- 
cles. The dinner Was given in the fa- 
mous studio of James L. Breese, No. 5 
West Sixteenth street. Breese is an 
artist of national reputation, a member 
of New York’s most exclusive society 
‘and on the walls of his rooms harg 
portraits of dozens of New York's  wral- 
thiest women and social leaders of the 
metropolis. 

The dinner was given by Henry W. 
Poor, a Walli-street banker, to his 
friend, John Elliott Cowdin. 
had been married just ten years and 
the happy idea occurred to Poor that 
the event should be appropriately ceie- 
brated. Mrs. Cowdin was absent in Eu- 
rope. Breese kindly offered -his studio 
for the banquet: There were thirty-two 
guests and the dinner cost $110 a plate. 
The guests at this dinner were repre- 
sentative men from every walk of life. 
Some are famous the world over, and 
all have achieved distinction in some 
way or other. Cowdin is a noted polo- 
player and he and Foxhall Keene di- 
vide the honors in that branch of sport. 
Breese is probably the most successful 
carbon photographér in the countfy 

Other guests were: Robert. Bacon, 
the handsome six-footer, famous as a4 
Harvard athlete; William T. Lawson, a 
banker; James Barnes, with Scribners, 
and considered one of the _ brightest 
young men of the literary wor'!d; R. 
Suydal Grand, a man about town; Al- 
fred S. Collins, a Boston artist of wide 
repute; A. Rutherford Mead, partner of 
Stanford White, the architect; J. Carroll 
Beckwith and J. Alden Weir, artists; 
Henry C. Mortimer, the Wall-street 
financier;; Charles F. McKim, an ar- 
chitect; Augustus. St. Gaudens, the 
sculptor; John Ames Mitchell, a journ- 
alist; Henry W. McVickar, society man; 
William Astor Chanler, the African 
traveler and explorer; Charles Dena 
Gibson, the well-known artist, and Nic- 
ola Tesla, the electrician. . 

After reading this list of invited 
guests, it can easily be imagined that 
the dinner was one long to be remem- 
bered. Thirty-three men and women 
sat down to the dinner. . Two or three 
invited guests failed to appear, and 
others were substituted in their places. 
There was nothing to stamp the dinner 
as materially different from scores of 
similar Bohemian gatherings. There 
was to be a surprise, however, and Su- 
sie Johnson furnished it. It was just 
after coffee had ben brought on. Most 
of the men were lighting ther, cigars. 
Suddenly there was a loud knocking at 
the door of the studio. 

“Come in,” was the response. 

The doors opened and’ six waiters en- 
tered, bearing what appeared to be a 
gigantic pie. The pie-bearers advanced 
solemnly down the center of the room, 
and after much shuffling of chairs, de- 
posited their burden in the center of 
the table. It was apparently a beau- 
tiful pie of mammoth size, but not of 
ordinary shape, for it was in the form 
of a sphere. The crust was brown and 
flaky, and the aroma was delicious. 

The head waiter solemnly advanced 
to the table, and, with a quick move- 
ment, cut the crust of the pie with a 
silver knife. The pie divided as if by 
magic, and, falling apart, disclosed 
Susie Johnson, the sixteen-year-old 
model. «A great bevy of canaries, which 
had been inclosed with her, flew into 
the room and perched on the easels or 
pictures, wherever they could find 
refuge. Then there was a great shout, 
a tribute of applause to the man who 
had planned the surprise, and the young 
model was lifted from the table to the 
floor. She was dressed in filmy black 
gauze. Perched on her head was a 
blackbird. 

Quick as a flash, “Sing a Song of Six- 
pence” was struck up, and sung and re- 
sung. The pie was examined with due 
care, and it was found to be a sphere of 
galvanizcd iron, covered with a crust of 
pastry. The dinner was a great suc- 
cess, but a short time afterward Susie 
Johnsqn, the “pretty girl of the pie,” 
disappeared, and it was through the 
endeavors of her heart-broken father to 
find hcr in his search among artists’ 
studios that the story of the dinner 
came out.

JOHN KUPP GIVES THE LAW’S 
MINIONS THE SLIP. . 


Denver Detectives Capture His Wife. 


and Son, but the ex-Bank Man- 
ager in Not There—Located at 
Sunnyside, Cal. 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
DENVER, Oct. 13.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) John Kupp, defaulting man- 
ager of the Bank of Bancroft, Wis., 
is supposed to have established him- 
self at Sunnyside, Cal. His son and 
wife were arrested here today on thet 
way to meet him. They were accosted 
at the depot by a couple of detectives, 
who had been notified that Kupp 
would meet his family here and escort 
them to the Coast. In this the offi- 
cers disappointed, for at the 


‘depot there was noone to welcome the 


pair, and the detectives sorrowfully 
watched the passengers leave the train 
without getting a glimpse of their 
man. 

The fugitive was evidently prepared 
for the surprise, and was fully cogni- 
zant of the fact that his family was 
under espionage, for he did not show 
up, and the wife and son were taken 
to police headquarters and subjected 
to a rigid cross-examination. The lady 
was self-possessed, and not surprised 
into any statement that would rev-al 
the presence of her husband or give 
the officers a clew to his ‘actual place 
of concealment. They h tickets for 
the Coast, but aside from that circum- 
Stance, they could not be induced by 


threats or promises to shed light upon 


the retreat of the fugitive. Mrs. Kupp 
said her husband had offered to com- 
promise the shortage, but since the 
other officials of the bank declined fo 
entertain the proposition, they were 
not likely to be rewarded with the 
sight of their former colleague. 
The son, John J. Kupp, seemed taken 
by surprise by the accusation, but his 
mother was as phlegmatic as an old- 
timer. After wiring the Marshal of 
Bancroft that nothing could be ex- 
tracted from the pair, word was re- 
ceived to release them. They say they 
will continue their journey, and it is 
probable that they will be shadowed.

Archaeological discoveries within the 
past few months have thrown a flood of 
light upon many disputed points. It

Theodore .Pinches, the well-known 
archaeologist, described the discovery 
of the probable originals of the bibii- 
cal legend of the creation. The posi- 
tion of Paradise was still uncertain, 
but time seems to have proved that 
Delitzsch’s location of Paradise in 
Babylonia was correct. Eden was, in 
all probability, the name applied to a 
portion, if not the whole of Babylonia. 
Though the inscriptions of that coun- 
try had not yet furnished a Garden of 
Eden, further excavation would pos- 
sibly find it. A text had been discov- 
ered which described & glorious city 
containing a dark vine filled with the 
fulness of fertility, the seat of the cen- 
tral place of this earth, called Eridor, 
and watered by the path of Ea, the God 
of Rivers, 

Prof. Sayce dealt’ with a great mass 
of newly discovered material in recent 
excavations. He said: “From Egypt, 
Babylonia, Assyria, from Palestine it- 
self, old literatures and inscribed mon- 
uments are pouring in, coeval with the 
age of the patriarchs and of Moses, 
and offering numberless opportunities 
for testing the truth and antiquity of 
biblical] record. We now know that 
the Mosaic age in the east was a highly. 
literary one, as literary, in fact, as the 
age of the Renaissance in Europe, and 
that it would have been a miracle if 
the Israelites, whether in Egypt or 
Caanan, had not shared in the general 
literary culture of the time. In the cen- 
tury before the exodus, active corre- 
spondence was constantly going on 
from the banks of the Nile to those of 
the Euphrates.”

A HOME FOR BOTH, 


Movement to Admit Confederates on 
tqual Footing with Unionists. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 13.—At_ the 
regular meeting of Custer Post, No, 6, 
G. A. R., of this city, on Saturday night, 
notice was given of a resolution to be 
introduced at the next regular meeting 
which will attract widespread atten- 
tion. At the national encampment held 
at Pittsburgh in 1894, and at the last en- 
campment held in Louisville, the ques- 
tion was hinted at, but Custer Post of 
this city is the first organization in the 
United States ever asked to take formal 
notice of the matter. 
George Hazzard, a well-known Demo- 
cratic politician and chief advocate of 
Senator David B. Hill Democracy in the 
Pacific Northwest, a member of Custer 
Post, gave notice that he would next 
Saturday night offer a resolution pro- 
viding that Custer Post appoint a com- 
mittee of five to memorialize Congress 
for the passage of a law doing away 
with the distinction between Federal 
and Confederate veterans so far as re- 
lates to their admission to national sol- 
diers’ homes; in short, that disabled ex- 
Confederate soldiers be admitted to na- 
tional soldiers’ homes on exactly the 
same footing as ex-Union soldiers. 

Hazzard, while not an active Grand 
Army man, has been a member of Cus- 
ter Post since July, 1883. In the late 
war he served in Co, C, Thirty-sixth In- 
diana Volunteers. He was slightly 
wounded at the battles of Shiloh and 
Perryville and at the battle of Stone 
River, Tenn., in 1862, he was severely 
wounded in the left hip joint and yet 
carries in his body lead from the latter 
wound. In 1890 he wrote and issued a 
pamphlet entitled “The Democratic 
Party, the True Soldiers’ Best Friend, 
with some Observations on Pensions 
and Pension Legislation by a Pen- 
sioner.”

A GREWSOME MYSTERY. 


PeeaNar Discovery of a Skull and 
Humerus at Seattle.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 13,—Care- 
fully concealed under boards in an old 
unfinished building foundation in the 
heart of the city, a human skull and up- 
per bone of an arm were discovered to- 
day.

§ TO DEFRAUD. 


REPORT OF THE POSTOFFICE’S AT- 
TORNEY-GENERAL. 


Two Handred and Eighteen Orders 
Were Issued in the Year Stop- 


ping Delivery to Crooked 
Parties—The Law and the Lot- 
tery. 


MUGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—John L. 
Thomas, attorney-general for the Post- 
office Department, has made his annual 
report to the Postmaster-Genheral. Of 
the operations of his office he says that 
during the year 218 “fraud” orders 
were issued, prohibiting the delivery of 
registered packages and the payment of 
money orders to certain companies and 
parties named. Of these, however, 
thirty-eight were duplicate orders. The 
orders were issued against fifty-five lot- 
teries operated by so-called bond invest- 
ment companies, twelve against avowed 
lotteries, twenty lotteries of a miscel- 
laneous character, and 130 schemes de- 
vised to defraud the public. Seventy 
of these orders, were revoked upon it 
being’ made to appear that the parties 
operating the schmes had abandoned 
them. This left in force at the end of 
the year 148 orders, original and dupli- 
cates. Twenty-eight of the orders is- 
sued during the previous year were also 
revoked upon the proper showing. 
. Mr. Thomas says that the act of 
March 2, 1895, further amending the 
lottery act has been most successful, 
and has virtually closed the mails to 
lottery concerns. He adds: “This act 
goes farther still and forbids interna- 
tional State carriers from transporting 
lottery matter from foreign countries 
into this country, or from one State to 
ano.her. This department has no juris- 
diction, however, to enforce that part 
of the law, and I cannot state definitely 
the extent to which the lottery carry- 
ing business has been checked by the 
act, but I am informed that the most, 
if not all, of the express companies 
yield obedience to it by refusing to 
carry the prohibited lottery matter. 
“It may be confidently asserted that 
the death-knell of the avowed lotteries 
in this country has been sounded, and 
their business has been vastly crippled, 


the fact that many business men think 
they must, in order to succeed, resort 
to schemes that appeal to the gambling 


ingly sugarcoat their legitimate enter- 
prises with lottery advertisements, and 
thus create a desiré for other and more 
pernicious modes of obtaining some- 
thing for nothing by hazard or chance. 
These fascinating and apparently inno- 
cent schemes reach the boys and girls 
of the land, and tend to make them 
gamblers.” 

: The number of claims allowed for 
iosses by burglary, fire, etc., were 1306, 
amounting to $136,686. 

He again urges a law compelling sub- 
ordinates in postoffices to give security 
for the handling of money, or making 
the postmasters responsible for the 
losses incurred by subordinates. He 
also calls attention to an important sub- 
ject in the following way: “Attention 
has been several times during the year 
called to the dangerous and injurious 
matter deposited in the mails, and upon 
investigation it was shown that there 
was no penalty prescribed for such mat- 
ter in the mails, and indeed there is 
no statute forbidding its being mailed. 
Many substances, such as poisons, 
matches and other articles liable to ig- 
nite or explode by shock or jar: live 
and poisonous insects and reptiles, 
smallpox virus or germs of contagious 
diseases, or fatty substances, liquids 
or sharp-pointed instruments. Some 
are very dangerous to life, health and 
comfort of the body, and others are 
liable to damage other mail matter and 


mail-sacks.if they should become loose 
in the mail.”

The Ingleside Track is Rapidly Ap- 
proaching Completion. 

The question as to whether the new 
racetrack at Ingleside, near San Fran- 
cisco, could be gotten ready to race by 
the 2nd of November as originally ap- 
pointed, is now no longer an open one. 
They put on forty-two additional teams 
on Monday and Tuesday and the place 
now .looks like Barnum’s circus. All 
it wants is about a dozen elephants to 
haul ‘the’ dump cars, and the picture 
would be complete.

AFRAID OF HIS WIFE. 


Why Olivas, Alias » Morell Dropped 
from Stiaht. 


It has been definitely ascertained, 
from no less authority than Chief of 
Police Glass himself, that Olivas, elias 
Morell, the man arrested at Santa Har- 
bara several weeks ago by Detective 
Goodman, was brought to Los Angeles 
and smuggled inte the City Jail, in- 
stead of being released at New Jerusa- 
lem as announced by the detective on 
his return. The prisoner was taken off 
the train at the San Fernando-street 
depot and brought to the jail by some 
officers in waiting there, while Mr. 
Goodman proceeded to the Arcade De- 
pot and thence to the police station, 
where he appeared nonchalantly as 
though he had in fact returned to Los 
Argeles without his prisoner. 

Olivas was held in secret confinement 
until the Leuisiana authorities were 
communicated with. Although he an- 
swered the description of a fugitive 
from justice wanted in that State, they 


were not satisfied that he was the man, 
hence would not send for him. 
The authorities at Houston, Tex.. 


were communicated with, with better 
result. They answered that Olivas was 
wanted there for defrauding his wife 
out of several hundred dollars, but as 
it would cost as much as she had al- 
ready lost, to have him extradited, and 
neither she nor the county was willing 
to stand the expense, instructions were 
sent to let the man go, so far as his 
crime in Texas was concerned. 

The prisoner was accordingly re- 
leased. His mysterious disappearance 
since that time is accounted for by the 
theory that he left for parts unknown, 
as quickly as he could, for fear that his 
wife, who was apprised of his wherea- 
bouts by the official correspondence be- 
tween the local officers and the offictals 
at Houston, would hie herself hither to 
visit vengeance upon him for so basely 
deceiving her. Men have dropped from 
sight before to escape the fury of a 
woman scorned, and it is not at all im- 
probable that such was Morell’s reason 
for taking flieht as soon as he was re- 
leased. 

The cause for secrecy in regard to 
Morell's imprisonment was to prevent 
possible habeas corpus proceedings 
pending the forwarding of requisition 
papers, etc. 

The Santa Barbara officials who as- 
sisted in the capture and labored under 
the delusion that Morell was one of the 
murderers of Chief of Police Hennessey 
of New Orleans, for whom a big reward 
was offered, were mistaken. No re- 
ward for the Mafia murderers was ex- 
tant at any time. Nine of them were 
promptly lynched by the populace of 
the Crescent City, and it was, there- 
fore, considered unnecessary to offer a 
reward for any of the murderers that 
might have escaped, as the crime 
which they committed was sf@fficiently 
avenged.

The special State committee of anti- 
woman suffragists in New York has 
issued an address to the voters of that 
State, urging them to take pains to 
“secure the nomination and clection to 
the Legislature of men known to be 
opposed to the imposition upon women 
of the unwelcome and unsuitable re- 
sponsibility of the ballot.” The chair- 
man of the committee is Mrs. J. V. L. 
Pruyn of Albany, and thousands _of 
women throughout the State are said 
to be in sympathy with the anti-suf- 
frage movement. If the women could 
vote on the question, probably the ma- 
jority of them in New York and in 
other States would vote against assum- 
ing the responsibilities which suffrage 
would impose upon them. The de- 
mand for woman suffrage comes prin- 
cipally from a few active agitators. 
The great majority of women, there 
are good reasons to believe, do not de- 
sire to bear the burdens and exercise 
the privileges of the suffrage.

There stand the amendments of free- 
dom! The nation is for them: civiliza- 
tion is for them; God is for them, and 
political parties and_ revolutionists 
shall not prevail against them.”

DOWN IN ATLANTA. 


WHAT SUPERINTENDENT WIGGINS 
SAYS OF THE EXPOSITION, : 


The Heat ts Really Terrific—OCrowds 
Not Very Large at the Show—Big 
Games of Extortion—The Califor- 

mia Contingent. 


Secretary C. D. Willard of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce has 
received a long letter from Superin- 
tendent Frank Wiggins, who is now 
looking after the interests of this sec- 
tion at the Atlanta Exposition. Under 
date of the 2nd inst., Superintendent 
Wiggins writes: 

“This is the first decent day we have 
had since our arrival. It is a regular 
Los Angeles day; one that inspires us 
with hope and makes us feel glad we 
are alive. We see things through 
clearer glasses, which is pretty hard to 
do with this red dust, and begin to 
think that, after all, things are not so 
awfully out of joint. 


“We are through making purchases 
of these Georgia merchants, and have 
discharged all the cheap help they so 
generously supply down here. Our di- 
gestion has assumed its normal condi- 
tion, consequently we feel like writing 
you on the general outlook, etc. 

“Since the opening of the exposition, 
until within the past four days, the 
weather has been too hot for any kind 
of comfort; a suit of cob-web clothing 
being oppressive. The only living 
things that seemed to stand it with any 
degree of comfort were the Dahomies 
and the Florida gophers. Our Califor- 
nia ostriches came near smothering. To 
compensate for all this heat the past 
four days and nights, excepting today, 
have been cold enough for our  Ice- 
landers. Two suits of underclothing, 
heavy outer suit and a Chicago over- 
coat make it only partially comforta- 
ble; as there is no way to warm the 
building we were compelled to run foot- 
races on ‘the herdic track to keep our 
blood In circulation. With such weather 
you can imagine thé orowds are rot 
very large; still, they have been in- 
creasing daily, and I think, to take a 
Georgian’s word for. it, ‘After cotton- 


stalled. It was ready on the openi 
day. It is filled with the same mat i 
reduced in size, as was the World's 
Fair Government building, with the ad- 
dition of the fish exhibit on the same 
line as the other fish exhibit, or the one 
in the Fisheries building. The other 
buildings are sufficiently installed to 
allow them to be called ready for visi- 
tors; packing cases, etc., all removed, 
but the goods still in confusion on many 
of the spaces. 
“T think fT am eafe in saying the 
whole fair is as near complete as was 
the World’s Fair or the Midwinter 
three weeks after the opening, with the 
exception of the grounds. They are not 
in the shape they should be. I am told 
it is the gravel they are waiting for, 
otherwise we would not be compelled to 
put up with these clouds of red dust 
that come in every time a team passes. 
They have given a concession to one of 
the directors—and it is marvelous how 
many directors have concessions in an 


the center of the street that circles the 
laké, which he calis the herdic track; 
on which he runs two-horse herdic 
cabs, or long wagons, charging 5 cents 
for a trip around the grounds, This he 
controls completely; and if you have 
a load to be brought into the grounds, 
he charges you 50 cents to draw it over 
his track. As you cannot drive any- 
where else you must pay the money, or 
take the load on your back. There are 
no wheel-chairs or jinrickshas  al- 
lowed on the grounds; so the herdics 
do all the biz. After the fireworks they 
do a very profitable bit of work. 

‘Now, as to ourselves; we, California, 
are fully installed. The State board 
has just finished the Cooper olive-ofl 
tower and the Ventura pagoda, and are 
putting on the finishing touches. Their 
exhibit is a fine One; well arranged, 
clean and attractive. Our own display, 
as I wrote you some time ago, is in full 
blast. The iuilding decorations are 
said to be complete; while not as I 
would like, are very fetching and at- 
tract the attention of the visitors; the 
colors are white and gold with palm 
leaves as a relief, which, with theorange 
show, gives to the room a very airy 
and tropical appearance. Our fruits in 
glass have fully settled and look better 
than I anticipated; the orange tower 
and table keep finely. The fruit is 
holding color. and standing up better 
that it does at home. We get the credit 
of having one of the most attractive 
features of the fair, and they claim 
that California takes the lead. 


“Florida is here with a very attractive 


or’ 
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picking, about the middle of this month, 
the crowds will begin to flock in.’ 


“The people began the same old trick, 
practiced at the World's Fair, of charg- 
ing extravagant prices for everything. 
I told many of them they would find 
their mistake and be glad to make rea- 
sonable rates; and, true, before the 
month was out they were withdrawing 
their quotations and taking whatever 
they could get for board and lodging; 
also cab and coach fare reduced one- 


half. The meanest, most contemptible 


advance was that of the street-car com- 
pany. They charge 10 cents.to the fair 
grounds; 5 cents to within three squares 
of the grounds, but no stops from that 
to the main entrance; if you choose to 
get off between these two points, you 
can jump at your own risk. To get on, 
you must do so from within the 
grounds, or walk this three squares. 
This one thing has hurt the fair more 
than anything else; as the papers every- 
where took it up, and people naturally 
formed the conclusion that everything 
was on the samé¢ basis. The reduction 
in board, etc., has been published 
throughout the country and we begin 
to see the middle classes who, thus far, 
have remained away. Arrivals from the 
North daily visit us, showing conclus- 
ively that the fair is really open and 
fairly under way; and people outside of 


lack of enthusiasm. They do not adver- 
tise the show; they think it enough for 
them to get it up, and they trust to 
the public finding out what a great 
thing it is. The papers do not.boom it, 
at least not our way. They seem to 
think they are spreading it on awfully 
thick, but to me it is tame. To talk to 
a merchant you would not Know a fair 
was in progress, unless you, yourself, 
metnioned it, then they will immedi- 
ately enlarge upon what all Atlanta has 
done to bring it about, such an under- 
taking, but ever fail to gush on the 
thing itself or its attractions. Really 
it is a very handsome, well equipped, 
conveniently arranged exposition; com- 
pact, yet not. crowded; laid out in a 
circular form, after the manher of an 
amphitheater, terraced on three sides, 
all facing a center‘Mlake, Clara Mere. 
Upon the upper south terrace is located 
the Midway Heights, as independent 
and separate from the main exposition 
if anything, it js better arranged, but,

“We recognize many of the faces and 
are in turn recognized as ‘California.’

Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


The Superior judges, sitting in bank 
last week, gave an opinion on the vexed 
question of the right of vagrants to a 
In yesterday’s paper was 
given an interview with Deputy District 
Attorney James concerning the prob- 


jury trial. 


able effect of the opinion upon the ques- 


tion at stake, and following is the 


opinion in full: 

“The petitioner was convicted in the 
Police Court of the city of Los Angeles 
of the crime of vagrancy. The trial 
was had without a jury, no jury hav- 
ing been waived. An appeal was taken 
to the Superior Court on a statement of 
the case. The appellant there demanded 
a jury; the court, Department One, af- 
firmed the judgment of the Police Court 
and did not grant a new trial. The im- 
prisonment under this judgment is 
claimed to be without authority of law. 
From the fact that similar applications 
have been frequently made for dis- 
charge on habeas corpus, it was 


thought best to consider ~ this 
case more-+fully, to see if some rule 
could not adopted for the govern- 


ment of the trial of cases in the Police 
Court. By the Penal Code, secs. 1430- 
1435, relating ‘to proceedings in justices’ 
and police courts, the defendant in a 
criminal action who pleads not guilty 
is entitled to a trial by jury. (Taylor 
vs. Reynolds, 92 Cal., 573.) The case re- 
ferred to came up from Santa Clara 
county, the plaintiff having been con- 
victed in a justice’s court for violation 
of a municipal ordinance of the city of 
San Jose, and fined $30 or to be impris- 
oned in the city prison for thirty days. 
He appealed to the Superior Court of 
that county, where the judgment was 
reversed and a new trial granted. 
Thereupon he demanded a trial by jury 
and the judge declined to grant it; an 
application was made to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of mandamus, which, 
upon full hearing, was granted. The 
Supreme Court, in passing upon the 
case, says his plea of not guilty raised 
an issue of fact which could only be 
tried in the manner prescribed by 
statute, citing sec. 1042 of the Penal 
Code, which reads: ‘Issues of fact must 
be tried by a jury, unless a trial by 
jury waived, in criminal cases not 
amounting to felony, by the consent of 
both parties, expressed in open court 
and entered in its minutes.’ The court 
adds: ‘By this section it is clearly pro- 
vided that all offenses amounting to 
felony must be tried by a jury, and all 
amounting to misdemeanor must be so 
tried unless a jury is waived.’ Chief 
Justice Beatty, in his concurring opin- 
ion of that case, says: ‘In my opinion 
the Legislature has the power to pro- 
vide for summary proceedings to en- 
force municipal regulations, without a 
jury trial, but I cannot discover that 
such power has been exercised. By secs. 
1430-1435 of the Penal Code, relating to 
proceedings in justices’ and police 
courts, and sé¢, 1042, relating to pro- 
ceedings in the Superior Court, the de- 
fendant in a criminal action who pleads 
not guilty is entitled to demand that the 
issue be tried by a jury. In other words, 
the statute, irrespective of the Consti- 
tution, secures the right. The evil in- 
volved is one which may well engage 
the serious attention of the Legislature, 
but so long as the law remains as it is, 
I see no escape from the conclusion 
that in any criminal action prosecuted 
in the name of the people of the State, 
the defendant must be tried by jury, 
unless in cases of misdemeanor a ju 

is waived.’ | 

“Although that case arose under a 
municipal ordinance, the court says 
that the offense was rather against the 
public-at-large than merely against the 
city, and that it fell within the legal 
or common law notion of a crime or 
misdemeanor. 

“In ex-parte Wong You Ting,, on ha- 
beas corpus, (106 Cal., 296,) the case of 
Taylor vs. Reynolds is cited and ap- 
proved. This latter case went up from 
this county. The petitioner was held in 
custody by ¢he Chief of Police of the 
city of Los Angeles under a conviction 
in the Police Court of the offense of 
practicing medicine without having 
procured a certificate from the Board of 
Examiners, contrary to the provisions 
of an act to regulate the practice of 
medicine. The court says: ‘The only 
question before us necessary to be de- 
cided is whether or not the appellant 
was entitled to a jury trial.’ And it 
was decided that he was entitled to a 
jury trial, and the conviction without 
such trial was illegal and void. The 
court remarked that the language used 
in Taylor vs. Reynolds, where a mu- 
nicipal ordinance was involved, ‘applies 
with much greater force to a case like 
the one at bar, where the offense 
ly gp arises under a general State 
aw.’ 

“It is claimed, however, that a jury 
trial is not secured by the Constitution 
for the trial of the offense of vagrancy, 
and that the so-called Whitney act, un- 
der the provisions of which the Police 
Court of this city now acts, authorizes 
the trial of such offenses without a jury. 
The act in question was introduced in 
the Legislature by Senator Whitney of 
Alameda (hence, its name) in 1885, and 
is entitled ‘An act to provide for police 
courts in cities having thirty thousand 
and under one hundred thousand inhab- 
itants, and to provide for officers 
thereof.’ (Statutes 1885, p. 213.) At the 
time of the passage .of that act the city 
of Oakland was the only city in the 
State falling within the class designated 
in the title of the act; that is, having a 
population between thirty thousand 
and one hundred thousand. The consti- 
tutionality of the act, however, was 
sustained by the Supreme Court in Peo- 
ple vs. Henshaw, (76 Cal., 436.) Ex- 
parte Halstead, (89 Cal., 471,) was an 
application to be released on habeas 
corpus from imprisonment on a judg- 
ment by the Police Court of this city, 
rendered on the 5th day of February, 
1891. The Supreme Court in its opinion 
say at that time and long prior thereto 
the city of Los Angeles was a city hav- 
ing more than thirty thousand inhabi- 
tants and less than one hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants; and the court held 
‘that the city of Los Angeles, so far as 
its police courts are concerned, is now 
governed by the provisions of the Whit- 
ney act.’ In the charter of this city, 
adopted by the Legislature, (Statutes of 
1889, p. 455,) provision was made for po- 
lice courts. (Art. 10, p. 486.) This pro- 
vision, however, was declared unconsti- 
tutional in the People vs. Toal, (85 Cal. 
333.) Our Police Court, therefore exists 
by virtue of the Whitney act, as already 
stated. The purpose of that act, how- 
ever, as its title and provisions show. 
was to provide for police courts and 
their officers in cities of a certain grade. 
The jurisdiction conferred on the Po- 
lice Court by the act is similar to that 
conferred. on police .courts of other 
cities by the Code, (Pol. C. sec: 4436-7.) 
The only reference to the practice in 
the trial of cases in said courts is in sec. 
5, which reads as follows: ‘Each of the 
city justices, while acting as judge of 
said court, shall also have power to hear 
cases for examination, and may commit 
and hold the offender to bail for tria} in 
the proper court, and may try, condema, 
or acquit, and carry his judgment into 
execution, as the case may require, ac- 
cording to law, and punish persons 
guilty of contémpt of court; and shall 
have power to issue warrants of arrest 
in case of a criminal prosecution for a

full and proper exercise of his powers 
and jurisdiction, and in such of the cages 
enumerated in this section in which 
trial by jury is not secured by the Con- 
stitution of the State, he may proceed to 
judgment in the first instance without 
a jury; but on appeal, the defendant 
shall be entitled to trial by jury in the 
Superior Court.’ 

The peculiar language of this section 
is noticed by the Supreme Court in the 
late case of Wong You Ting, (supra,) 
as follows: ‘This language is at least 
quite uncertain and ambiguous. It is 
difficult to determine what cases are 
“enumerated in this section, or 
whether it is intended to give the ac- 
cused absolutely a trial by jury in the 
Superior Court if he chooses to appeal. 
If valid otherwise, it would be a grave 
question whether it is not invalid for 
want of uniform operation, in that un- 
der its provisions a person charged 
with violating a gereral law in any 
other part of the State would be en- 
titled to a jury trial, while a person 


charged with the same offense in either’ 


of said two cities (Oakland and Los An- 
geles) would be denied the right to such 
a trial.’ The Supreme Court, however, 
without further considering the peculiar 
language of that section, held that the 
case before it was a criminal offense 
where a jury trial was guaranteed by 
the Constitution. The constitutional 
guaranty in reference to jury trial does 
not confer any new right, but, as its 
language imports, the right already ex- 
isting is declared to be secured to all 
and remain inviolate. It does not apply 
to purely equitable cases and many 
other proceedings for the enforcement 
of private rights, nor to many petty 
offenses such as are created by statute 
and city ordinances, in which cases 
proceedings may be author- 
ized. 

Blackstone refers to the matter as 
follows: ‘By summary proceeding I 
mean principally such as is directed by 
the several acts of Parliament, (for the 
common law is a stranger to it unless 
in the casé of contempts,) for the con- 
viction of offenders and the infliction of 
certain penalties created by those acts 
of Parliament. In these there is no in- 
tervention of a jury, but the party ac- 
cused is acquitted or condemned by the 
suffrage of such person only as the 
statute has appointed as his judge.’ (4 
Bl. p. 481.) And he enumerates among 
these offenses, common swearing, 
drunkenness, vagrancy, idleness, and a 
vast variety of others. It has been de- 
cided that in all cases where a trial by 
jury was not a matter of right at the 
time of the revolution, the constitu- 
tional guaranty does not apply and the 
Legislature could provide-for the trial 
of such offenses summarily without a 
jury. But, as Chief Justice Beatty 
points out in the case of Taylor vs. 
Reynolds, (supra,) the Legislature has 
not exercised that power, and unless it 
has been exercised in the so-called 
Whitney act, the trial of all misde- 
meanors should be by a jury unless 
waived by the accused as therein pro- 
vided, (Pen. C. 1430, 1435, 1042.) 

“The language of the Whitney act in 
this connection is: ‘And in such of the 
cases enumerated in this section, (that 
is, sec. 5,) in which trial by jury is not 
secured by the Constitution. of the 
State, he may proceed to judgment in 
the first instance without a jury,’ and so 
forth. The only case mentioned in 
that section in which a trial is had is 
where a person is guilty of contempt of 
court.” The other matters aré in refer- 
ence to hearing and examining parties 
for the purpose of commitment or dis- 
charge, and issuing subpoenas and 
other process. -So that unless the court 
assumes legislative power to change the 
language so as to read ‘in this act’ in- 
stead of ‘this section,’ no jurisdiction is 
conferred on a police court by that act 
to try the case of vagrancy, or other 
offenses enumerated therein, without a 
jury, except the case of contempt of 
court. 

“The courts are not allowed to con- 
strue statutes of a penal character so 
as to enlarge their scope or meaning to 
embrace offenses not expressly stated, 
or so as to impose new penalties upon 
persons or to deprive them of any 
rights; and, as already seen, the 5Su- 
preme Court, in Wong You Ting, (su- 
pra;) st 
visions of sec. 5 in reference to trial in 
the first instance without a jury, could 
be held to apply to the offenses enu- 
merated in other portions of the act, it 
would be unconstitutional and void for 
want of uniform operation. Indeed, it 
would be difficult to conceive a law 
more obnoxious to the Constitution 
than one the operation of which grants 
atrial by jury in the same class of 
statutory public offenses in all of the 
other portions of the State and denies 
that right only in the cities of Los An- 
geles and Oakland. The vagrant in 
Pasadena or Santa Monica is entitled to 
a jury trial, but in Los Angeles he is 
deprived of it. In Alameda he is en- 
titled to a jury trial and across the 
creek in Oakland he is deprived of it. 
To say that such a general law is uni- 
form in its operation is an abuse of 
terms, in fact a plain perversion of lan- 
guage. The same rule of criminal pro- 
cedure in the same class of public 
offenses should be uniform throughout 
the State, and that is the evident pur- 
pose and intention of the provision in 
the Constitution referred to. 

“But it is claimed that it is a mere 
error in the court to deny the right of 
trial-by a jury, and that the office of the 
writ of habeas corpus is not to correct 
mere errors. It is true that in Powell- 
son vs. Lockwood, (82 Cal. 614,) a case 
that went up from this county, the 
court refused to grant a writ to prohibit 
Justice Lockwood from trying the plain- 
tiff without a jury. On the appeal the 
judgment of the Superior Court was 
affirmed on the ground that the party 
had a‘plain and adequate remedy to 
correct the error complained of by ap- 
peal, intimating that the action of the 
justice was mere error instead of an 
excess of jurisdiction. In this case, 
however the petitioner has already ap- 
pealed from the judgment of the Police 
Court and that judgment has been 
affirmed. No other remedy therefore is 
open to the petitioner in this case; be- 
sides, in the later cases of Taylor vs. 
Reynolds and Wong You Ting it is clear 
the Supreme Court bases its action upon 
the theory that a trial by a court with- 
out a jury in a case where the right of a 
jury trial is allowed, is a trial before a 
tribunal not authorized by law and 
that the judgment, therefore, in such a 
case is not only erroneous but void. 

“T am of the opinion, therefore, that 
as the law now stands a trial in the Po- 
lice Court of this city for statutory 
misdemeanors should be had with a 
jury unless the jury be waived. What- 
ever inconvenience or expense to the 
people of the city this rule may work, 
they are no greater than in any other 
part of the State. Besides, it is be- 
yond the province of a court to remedy 
the evil; that is the business of the 
Legislature. 

But as to this particular case another 
question is presented; and that is 
whether, inasmuch as the judgment of 
the Police Court has been affirmed by 
one of the departments of this court, it 


on habeas corpus. The judgment of 
one of the departments is the judgment 
of the whole court, and the result of en- 
tertaining an application on habeas 
corpus and discharging the petitioner 
where held under or by virtue of a 
judgment of the court is in effect to re- 
view the action of the same court and 
to reverse the judgment so rendered. A 
similar case was not long since pre® 
sented in the Supreme Court in the Peo- 
ple against Maldonado that went up 
from this county, (not yet reported.) 
There the appeal for some reason had 
been dismissed, which operated as an 
affirmance of the judgment of the lower 
court. Subsequently an application 
was made for a writ of habeas corpus 
on the ground that the judgment urder 
which the petitioner was held was ille- 
and void.

Did he fight a duel?

An affirmative answer to one of the 
five foregoing questions is what the fel- 
low officers and friends of Policeman 
John F. Maguire are looking for. 

Officer Maguire dropped from sight 
in-a very mysterious manner about 
midnight Saturday night. There are 
circumstances connected with his dis- 
appearance that give his friends the 
gravest apprehension. 

The most hopeful of them sadly 
shook their heads last night and re- 
marked: “I fear poor Maguire will 
never be seen again alive.” 

This was the general sentiment ex- 
pressed about the Police Station, and in 
truth there is every.reason to believe 
that something very’ serious has be- 
fallen the well-known officer. 

Friends of Maguire have remarked 
for some time that he has not appeared 
to be his former jovial self. About 
eight months ago he accidently shot 
John Grant, one of his best friends, in 
the Eagle stables. Grant, though sorely 
wounded, eventually recovered. Ma- 
guire, although fully exonerated by the 
wounded man from blame for the ac- 
cident, was almost crazed with grief 
until his friend was on a safe way to 
recovery. 

Maguire was in better spirits after 
that, but fresh trouble overtook him. 
About the midle of May, he was ac- 
cused and found guilty of sleeping on 
duty and temporarily suspended from 
the force. When he was reinstated, it 
was as a foot patrolman. He was an ex- 
pert horseman and had been a mounted 
officer almost continuously for seven 
years. The taking away of his horse 
seemed to grieve him deeply, but he 
performed his new duties faithfully 
until last Saturday night. 

He was on the night watch, which 
goes on duty at 8 p.m. About one hour 
before roll-call he telephoned to Clerk 
Hensley to inform his sergeant that he 
would not report, as he had an en- 
gagement to go to a wedding. He had 
not asked for a leave of absence from 
the Chief, as is customary, and his con- 
duct in this regard was considered pe- 
culiar, but nothing was said about it 
by the sergeant, who thought there 
would be time for Maguire to explain 
when he reported for duty Sunday 
evening.

Shortly before midnight, it is al- 
leged, Maguire called at a First-street 
cigar stand and got a $20 gold piece 
changed for currency. This may,«have 
been before he got the buggy, however. 
At any rate all trace of his movemenis 
was lost after leaving the stable with 
the buggy. 

The rig was found yesterday after- 
noon at Westlake Park, as already re- 
lated. It had been standing there ap- 
parently all day,and perhaps through 
the latter portion of the previous night. 
The hitching strap was not run through 
the hole in the hitching post and tied, 
as ts customary, but was wound around 
the post and tied as if it had been done 
hurriedly. The lines were unbuckled at 
the buggy end and were under the 
horse’s feet on the ground. The dash- 
board was bent toward the horse, as if 
some person sitting in the buggy had 
kicked against it or braced his feet 
heavily against it. 

The horse and buggy were found 
hitched near the toolhouse close to the 
northwest end of the lake. Near shore 
on the opposite side of that end of the 
lake was discovered at about 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning by a young man 
named Hugh Russell, a black fedora 
hat, floating in the water. The brim 
was rather wide and the size was 7. 
On the interior of the band was a big 
gouge as if a coarse cut had been made 
from within by some clumsy instru- 
ment. Secretary Cottle is positive that 
the hat is the one worn by Maguire 
when he last saw him. 

Inquiry at Maguire’s rooming place, 
No. 319 North Broadway, elicited the 
information that he had not, so far as 
known, been there yesterday. The bed 
had not been slept in since Friday 
night, although some one had appar- 
ently lain on it since then. Maguire’s 
handcuffs were found on the table and 
his clothing and other effects had noth- 
ing about them to indicate that any- 
thing was wrong. 

Late last evening six of the police 
officers and Park Foreman Fuller went 
to Westlake Park and started drag- 
ging for the body of Maguire. As the 
apparatus they had was not well suited 
to ithe work, thé attempt was not suc- 
cessful. The darkness also rendered the 
search difficult. 

Unless Maguire turns up, dragging 
for his body will be resumed this morn- 
ing. 

No one could be found last night who 
seemed to know anything about the 
man Maguire said he had trouble with. 
He was a very good-hearted, affable 
fellow and seldom had trouble with any 
one. It may be that the trouble was 
over a woman, but no one knows. Ma- 
guire was gallant toward the fair sex, 
but did not pose as a masher” What 
faults he had were of the head and not 
of the heart. Perhaps the worst that 
could be said of him was that he was 
a little inclined to be reckless, the 
shooting of his friend, Grant, being due 
to carelessness in the handling of this 
revolver. 

Maguire was a native of Ireland, and 
is, or was, about 40 years old. He 
came to America before attaining his 
majority, and went at once to Texas 
where he became a cowboy and fol- 
lowed that occupation for some time. 
He came to Los Angeles in the spring 
of 1888 as deputy sheriff sent hither 
from San Antonio, Tex., to capture a 
fugitive from justice. He liked Los An- 
geles so well that he concluded to re- 
main here. He soon secured a place 
on the police force as a mounted officer, 
his expertness in the saddle espe- 
cially fitting him for that duty. He 
has been connected with the force ever 
since, and has made a host of friends. 

Maguire was a Knight Templar, and 
also an Odd Fellow. He requested a 
fellow-Mason several days ago to look 
after his body and affairs in case he 
should be found dead, which lends 
further color to the murder or suicide 
theory. 

No blood was found about the bugey. 
The generally accepted theory is that 
he drowned himself, or else fought a 
duel and got killed, after which his 
body was sunk in the lake by his 
slayer. The developments of today are 
anxiously awaited.

FISH YESTERDAY. 


Pasadena Suffering from a Surfeit 
af Jury Trials—Wretches Ar- 
rested for Unnatural Crimes—An 
Interesting Batch of Brevities. 


PASADENA, Oct. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The funeral of the late 
Milford Fish occurred this afternon at 
his late residence at the corner of Ma- 
rengo avenue and Florence street, and 
called forth a large concourse of the 
friends of the deceased, who had gath- 
ered tto participate in the last sad rites 
and follow the body to its resting place 


_ in Mountain View Cemetery. Rev. W. 


H. Douglass of the Baptist Church cffi- 
ciated and made a touching address, 
setting forth the lesson in the life of 
Mr. Fish, and delineating his charac- 
ter and influence on the community in 
which he lived, and the noble work done 
by him in the church, in the home and 
as a sincere Christian and earnest man, 
The address was preceded by the sing- 
ing of “He Is Gone,” by the Harmonia 
Quartette, and was followed by the ren- 
ditiobr of “He Leadeth Me,” Mr. Fish’s 
favorite hymn, which was sung by Mrs. 
Fish’s request. After the prayer, in 
which divine consolation was besought 
for the bereaved family and relatives, 
“Thy Will be Done” was sung, and 
then the simple services were con- 
cluded. The remains were taken to the 
beautiful, quiet Mountain View Ceme- 
tery, where a simple ceremony  pre- 
ceded: their consignment to the grave.

JURY TRIALS FOR HOBOS. 


Murray, the hobo arrested for begging 


and vagrancy, demanded a jury trial 


on Saturday, and was accommodated, 
the time of trial being set for Monday. 
The citizens of Pasadena have had an 


overdose of jury trial lately, and are be- 
ginning to rebel, In Justice Merriam’s 
court recently there was a trial consum. 
ing two days over a sucking pig, worth 
$2.50, which, it was alleged; had been 
wrongfully killed by a certain man, 
wno was accordingly arrested and 
brought before Judge Merriam, who 
held him to answer. A conviction was 
not secured, and then the man whose 
pig was killed brought suit for the 
value of the pig, and, singularly enough, 
the Justice issued the complaint, not- 
withstanding the fact that it was de- 
cided that the former case was trivial. 
No conviction was secured in the sec- 
ond case, and the citizens of the town 
were put to the loss of time and conse- 
quent expense, which aggregated ten 
times the value of the pig in the first 
place. The jury trials have been de- 
manded in the liquor cases, where there 
was not even the remotest shadow of 
a defense to Be made, and now that 
hobos are getting upon their dignity 
and demanding juries, it looks as 
though the business men of the town 
will have to hire clerks to: perform 
their legitimate ° private. duties, while 
they devote themselves to civic affairs 
and spend their time deciding matters 
left with perfect sa 
to the Justice of the Peace.

Bishop Mora Colonising lowa Farm- 
ers—News Notes. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Negotiations are 
now pending between representatives 
of a colony of Iowa farmers and Bishop 
Mora for the purchase of a large tract 
of land, a portion of the College Rancho 
near Santa Ynez. There are said to be 
100 families ready to move to this 
county as soon as the contract for the 
purchase of the land can be closed, 
Supervisor de la Cuesta is Bishop 
Mora’s agent in the transaction. 

A daily freight service is now to be 
put on the Santa Barbara branch of 
the Southern Pacific. With the: in- 
creased shipments of oil and the large 
quantity of beans and other products 
moving eastward, the every-other-day 
train is insufficient to handle the 
freight. 

Sebern Steele, one of the colonists 
who settled in the Lompoc Valley 
twenty years ago, has sold his 2000-acre 
ranch, and will move to Grapeland, 
San Bernardino county. 

Game Warden Elliott will attempt to 
colonize the county with Mongolian or 
Oregon pheasants. It is not harmful 
like the quail and is equally as rare for 
food and affords much sport for the 
hunter. 

It is the general belief in Santa Ynez 
that the fire at that town a week ago 
was the work of an incendiary. There 
has been bad feeling between certain 
factions, and trouble of the kind has 
been expected. 

The Santa Barbara Rifle Club has 
been organized with a membership of 
twenty. The marksmen have secured 
@& range in Oak Park, and they will 
meet every two weeks for practice.

A New Rattread Bridge Over Lytie 
Creek Recommended—The Assen- 
nor Mast Collect Balance of Per- 
sonal Property Tax—Movements 
of Well-known People. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The recent dect- 
sion of the Attorney-General in rela- 
tion to fees for affidavits made before 
the County Clerk in all but criminal 
matters, was so sweeping that County 
Clerk Diss has addressed the following 
letter of inquiry to that official: 

“W. F. Fitzgerald, Esq., Attorney- 
General, Sacramento, Cal.—Dear Sir: I 
am in receipt of a copy of your letter 
of the 3rd inst. to T. E. Newlin, County 
Clerk of Los Angeles county? wherein, 
to certain inquiries of his touching ris 
right to charge 25 cents for affidavits 
made by pension claimants and attida- 
vits made by persons having claims 
against the county, you are quoted as 
ruling that ‘the County Clerk must 
charge and collect fees from all persons 
making affidavits before him, except in 
criminal cases.’ Also that the act of 
1895, commonly known as the fee bill, 
‘repeals the act of 1887 (Stats. 8887, 81,) 
authorizing the County Clerk to certify 
affidavits for United States pension 
claimants without demanding or re- 
celving fees for compensation. 

“Am I to understand that, from this 
opinion, sec. 1071 of the Political Code 
is also repealed by the act of 1895? Sec. 
1071 referred to provides that ‘no fees 
must be charged for registration of 
certificates thereof.’ Are we to under- 
stand, and will it be legal for ‘the 
County Clerk to charge a fee of 25 
cents and collect the same from each 
person who files an affidavit of registra- 
tion?

MORE RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS. 

The engineer of the Southern Pa- 
cific has just concluded an inspection of 
the Southern California motor bridge 
on Lyttle Creek—that property having 
just been acquired by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company—and has recommended 
the construction of a new eighty-foot 
span bridge. The present bridge ts of 
wood on piles with short spans, and 
when the stream is high, catches all 
the floating debris, forming a dam and 
sending water to cut away the soH at 
the ends of the bridge in quest of a 
new channel. The county has just put 
in a new iron and steel bridge, with 
three sixty-foot spans below the rail- 
road bridge and is anxious to have the 
railroad company make this improve- 
ment, as it will better insure the treach- 
érous stream’s keeping within its pres- 
ent bed. 

THE ASSESSOR MUST COLLECT. 

When the Board of Supervisors fixed 
the tax levy for 1895 at $2 instead of 
$1.65 on the $100 of property valuation, 
it left a large amount of unpaid per- 
sonal property yet to be collected. 
County Assessor Kendall prepared no- 
tices to the delinquents, instructing 
them to pay the amounts still due to 
the county tax collector, when the 
question arose as to who should make 
these collections. The matter was re- 
ferred to District Attorney Daley, and 
he has decided that the Assessor and 
not the tax collector, must do this.

THE VETERAN MUSTER, 


OVER TWENTY THOUSAND 
TIONAL WARDS IN HOMES. 


Interesting Figures from the Seven 
Heme Branches for Three 
Months Past—The Pacifie Branch 
at Santa Monica—Timely Home 
Notes. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The adjut- 
ant of the Pacific branch, N.H. 
D.V.S., furnishes the Times corre- 
spondent with the following interesting 
comparative statement, consolidated 
from the returns of the seven branches 
for the quarter ending September 30: 
The total membership in the National 
Home is shown to be 21,343, a net in- 
crease of 612 in the three months. Of 
the whole number 2741 are reported as 
sick in hospitals or convalescent com- 
panies, and 4225 were on furlough. The 
total number of deaths aggregated 277, 
of which 20 occurred at the Pacific 
branch. The sick and death rate in the 


jJatter place is-very small,.compara-. 


tively, and doubtless the climate aids 
the unremitting medical care given to 
every veteran. 

The rigor of Northern winters tells 


severely upon the soldiers of 1861-° 


65, and thousands seek admission to the 
Pacific branch by transfer or otherwise, 
for climatic reasons. This pressure has 
been so strong that in discharges issued 
from Eastern branches an exception is 
noted to the effect that the véteran is 
eligible to readmission in any branch 
excepting the Pacific. The ex-Union sol- 
dier in the East without home ties or 
domestic associations, and desirous of 
the benefits of the home, would gladly 
come to the sunshine of California to 
end his days. The near approach of 
the winter season in the States is al- 
ready evidenced by the crowded condi- 
tion of the various branches, and the in- 
dications are that the applicants here 
will be more numerous than ever be- 
fore. For thirty years the National 
Home has served its noble purpose and 
cared for nearly fifty thousand veter- 
ans. The present total membership of 
the home represents only 2 per cent. of 
the living ex-Union sotdier element of 
our population, which is estimated at 
1,000,000. This alone speaks volumes for 
the self-supporting characteristics of 
the ex-soldier. Nothing less than long 
continued disability prompts him to ask 
for home benefits, and even then it is 
with the hope of restoration to health 
sufficient to enable him to re-enter the 
busy world. 

Incidental to the quarterly returns 
from the seven branches, it may be 
mentioned that 420,000 visitors were re- 
corded, the Central Branch at Dayton, 
O., leading with nearly one hundred and 
fifty thousand in the three months. 
These figures convey some idea of the 
attractiveness of the Eastern homes 
and the density of population as com- | 
pared to California. Of the nearly one- 
half million visitors thus noted the Pa- 
cific branch received but 7000. However, 
it is thought that for many reasons the 
Pacific branch will be the last one to 
exist, and while its growth may scem 
slow, it will yet develop into the most 
beautiful of all. The last surviving sol- 
diers of the war of the rebellion will be 
found under the balmy skies of South-. 
ern California, and in the eternal fitness 
of things and the westward movement 
he will have volunteéred from among 
the somber pines of Maine.

IMPORTANCE OF PROVIDING 
FOR MORAL PROTECTION. 


H. J. McCoy of San Francisco De- 
livers an Address at First 
Methodist Charch. 


Secretary Jacks at First Congresga- 
tleonal—God is Fatherhood and 
Motherhood, Not Personal, 


The Choice of a Bishop—Christianity 
as Related to Womanhood— 
Christ's Invitation—Obliga- 
tion of Christian Workers. 


The pulpit at the First Methodist 
Church was supplied yesterday morn- 
ing by H. J, McCoy of San Francisco, 
president of the Y.M.C.A. State con- 
vention just ended. Mr. McCoy is per- 
haps better known to the public by 
reason of his remark to Juror Truman 
in the Durrant case: “Hang him or we'll 
hang you” than through his work as 
secretary of the San Francisco Young 
Men's Christian Association. 

He delivered a straightforward, prac- 
tical address “from a man to young 
men” on the words found in Samuel I, 
twenty-fifth chapter and eighth verse: 
“Wherefore let the young men find fa- 
vor in thine eyes; for we come ina 
good day.” Mr. McCoy spoke in part 
as follows: 

“It is reported in the North that Los 
Angeles has not felt.the financial pinch 
through which the country so recently 
passed. The city is said to be the ob- 
jective point of thousands of Eastern 
people. With this influx of population 
have come new temptations, new pit- 
falls for young men. Therefore this 
convention of young men has come to 
you in a good day. It has helped pre- 
pare for the youth all over this land, 
for they are turning their faces west- 


ward. 

“Only 2 per cent. of this country’s 
young men are church members, and 
but 5 per cent. habitually attend di- 
vine worship. A sufficient number ar- 
rive at the age of 21 every four years 
to control the Presidential election. 
This one fact shows hoW important is 
the work of providing for their moral 
protection. 

The non-attendance of the masses at 
worship can be laid at the door of the 
business men and employers. We can- 
not blame a man for taking a bit of

It is not then a rash, undevout and un- 
churchly spirit which secks, without 
ostentation and self-interest, to use its 
Godly judgment in the consideration of 
a man for the office of the bishop. 
Rishops must be’men, and men have 
their-part and portion as responsible 
agents in their selection and election. 
After this, when we have exercised 
the best and most devout judgment 
which God has given us, then we may 
confidently expect that the Holy Spirit 
will guide the differing judgments of 
devout minds to a united issue. We 
feel then that it is not inopportune to 
exhort our faithful laity both to pray 
and to watch in this great concern, 
which is of untold importance to the 
church of God in this fair land. The 
bishop of this country of promise will 
of course have his heart and home 
among us, his own people, and, if I 
mistake not, the temper of our people 
is of the nature of a sound and char- 
itable conservatism, and as well of an 
undoubted loyalty to Christ and the 
church. Evangelical piety and sound 
churchmanship are not incompatable 
factors, and it may well be. believed 
that their advocates are ready to unite 
in, the most zealous and ardent sup+ 
port, of a faithful, wise and strong 
bushop in the church; but while our 
bishop will be ours in a very near and 
deep sense he must be more than ours; 
he stands for the church as no other 
man can before the entire community. 
He is a citizen of the State in the first 
degree. He must be of good report 
“among them that are without.” He 
must know that the church has a duty 
to the State and the nation, and that 
his loyalty to the country in whichar 
the church-ds set to do her duty will 
unite the respect and admiration of 
all Americans, and will none the less 
command the loyalty of all men in 
the church. 

Well may the church in this diocese 
and them that are not. of our own 
household thank God, as I know. they 
do,-for our bishops.

HEAVY WIND AND RAIN ALONG THE 
ATLANTIC COAST. 


Boston Gets the Worst Drenching 
in Years—Harbors Filled with 
Shipping—Brig A. H. Sibley is 
Ashore at Black Rock. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Oct. 13.—A wind afid rain- 
storm which struck Boston shortly after 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon developed 
unexpected severity during the night, 
and today the city has received the 
worst drenching in many days. The

gland coast north to Cape Cod. At 7 
o’clock this morning the wind had 
reached a maximum velocity of forty- 
four miles ah hour.

Pasadena Suffering from a Surfeit 
‘ef Jary Trials—Wretches Ar- 
rested for Unnatural Crimes—An 
Interesting Batch of Brevities. 


PASADENA, Oct. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.)

The address was preceded by the sing- 
ing of “He Is Gone,” by the Harmonia 
Quartette, and was followed by the ren- 
ditior of “He Leadeth Me,” Mr. Fish’s 
favorite hymn, which was sung by Mrs.

JURY TRIALS FOR HOBOS. 

Murray, the hobo arrested for begging

brought before Judge Merriam, who 
held him to answer. A conviction was 
not secured, and then the man whose

cided that the former case was trivial. 
No conviction was secured in the sec- 
ond case, and the citizens of the town 
were put to the loss of time and conse- 
quent expense, which aggregated ten 
times the value of the pig in the first 
place. The jury trials have been de- 
manded in the liquor cases, where there 
was not even the remotest shadow of 
a defense to be made, and now that 
hobos are getting upon their dignity 
and demanding juries, it looks as 
though the business men of the town 
will have to hire clerks to perform 
their legitimate private duties, while 
they devote themselves to civic affairs 
and spend their time deciding matters” 
which could be left with perfect safety 
to the Justice of the Peace.

Bishop Mora Colonizing lowa Farm- 

ers—News Notes. 

SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Negotiations are 
now pending between representatives 
of a colony of Iowa farmers and Bishop 
Mora for the purchase of a large tract 
of land, a portion of the College Rancho 
near Santa Ynez. There are said to be 
100 families ready to -move to this 
county as soon as the contract for the 
purchase of the land can be closed. 
Supervisor de la Cuesta is Bishop 
Mora’s agent in the transaction. 

A daily freight service is now to be 
put on the Santa Barbara branch of 
the Southern Pacific. With the in- 
creased shipments of oil and the large 
quantity of beans and other products 
moving eastward, the every-other-day 
train is insufficient to handle the 
freight. 

Sebern Steele, one of the colonists 
who settled in the Lompoe Valley 
twenty years ago, has sold his 2000-acre 
ranch, and will move to Grapeland, 
San Bernardino county. 

Game Warden Elliott will attempt to 
colonize the county with Mongolian or 
Oregon pheasants.

SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The recent deci- 
sion of the Attorney-General in rela- 
tion to fees for affidavits made before 
the County Clerk in all but criminal 
matters, was so sweeping that County 
Clerk Diss has addressed the following 
letter of inquiry to that official: 

“W. F. Fitzgerald, Esq., Attorney- 
General, Sacramento, Cal.—Dear Sir: I 
am in receipt of a copy of your letter 
of the 3rd inst. to T. E. Newlin, County 
Clerk of Los Angeles county? wherein, 
to certain inquiries of his touching, his 
right to charge 25 cents for affidavits 
made by pension claimants and affida- 
vits made by persons having claims 
against the county, you are quoted as 
ruling that ‘the County Clerk must 
charge and collect fees from all persons 
making affidavits before him, except in 
criminal cases.’ Also that the act of 
1895, commonly known as the fee bill, 
‘repeals the act of 1887 (Stats. 8887, 81,) 
authorizing the County Clerk to certify 
affidavits for United States pefsion 
claimants without demanding or re- 
ceiving fees for compensation.’ 

“Am I to understand that, from this 
opinion, sec. 1071 of the Political Code 
is also repealed by the act of 1895? Sec. 
1071 referred to provides that ‘no fees 
must be charged for registration of 
certificates thereof.’ Are we to under- 
stand, and will it be legal for ithe 
County Clerk to charge a fee of 25 
cents and collect the same from each 
person who files an affidavit of registra- 
tion?

MORE RAILROAD IM PROVEMENTS. 

The engineer of the Southern Pa- 
cific has just concluded an inspection of 
the Southern California motor bridge 
on. Lyttle Creek—that property having 
just been acquired by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company—and has recommended 
the construction of a new eighty-foot 
span bridge. The present bridge is of 
wood on piles with short spans, and 
when the stream is high, catches all 
the floating debris, forming a dam and 
sending water to cut away the soil at 
the ends of the bridge in quest of a 
new channel. The county has just put 
in a new iron and steel bridge, with 
three sixty-foot spans below the rail- 
road bridge and is anxious to have the 
railroad company make this improve- 
ment, as it will better insure the treach- 
erous stream’s keeping within its pres- 
ent bed.

REDLANDS, Oct. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It has been suggested 
that Redlands have a celebration. Just 
what kind it shail be, and when it shall 
take place, are questions yet to be de- 
termined; but a celebration of some 
kind, which shall interest and attract 
people here from neighboring cities, is 
what is beginning to be talked. It*has 
been a good while since Redlands at- 
tempted anything in the nature of an 
entertainment designed to draw from 
outside of her own borders. On the 
other ‘hand, she has patronized her sis- 
ter cities celebrations and fiestas, and 
been free to aid in making them suc- 
cessful. Every railroad excursion dur- 
ing the summer and fall’drew heavily 
from this city, and, in short, the peo- 
ple here have been putting money in 
the hands of other people right along, 
and have done so willingly.

TIONAL WARDS IN HOMES. 


Interesting Figures from the Seven 
Heme Branches for Three 
Months Past—The Pacific Branch 
at Santa Monica—Timely Home

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Oct. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The adjut- 
ant of the Pacific branch, N.H. 


D.V.S., furnishes the Times corre- 
spondent with the following interesting 
comparative statement, consolidated 
from the returns of the seven branches 
for the quarter ending September 30: 
The total membership in the National 
Home is shown to be 21,343, a net in- 
crease of 512 in the three months. Of 
the whole number 2741 are reported as 
sick in hospitals or convalescent com- 
panies, and 4225 were on furlough. The 
total number of deaths aggregated 277,

latter place is very small, compara- 
tively, and doubtless the climate aids 
the unremitting medical care given to 
every veteran. 

The rigor of Northern winters tells 
severely upon the soldiers of 1861- 
65, and thousands seek admission to the 
Pacific branch by transfer or otherwise, 
for climatic reasons. This pressure has 
been so strong that in discharges issued 
from Eastern branches an exception is 
noted to the effect that the veteran is 
eligible to readmission in any branch 
excepting the Pacific. The ex-Union sol- 
dier in the East without home ties or 
domestic associations, and desirous of 
the benefits of the home, would gladly 
come to the sunshine of California to 
end his days. The near approach of 
the winter season in the States is al- 
ready evidenced by the crowded condi- 
tion of the various branches, and the in- 
dications are that the applicants here 
will be more numerous than ever be- 
fore. For thirty years the National 
Home has served its noble purpose and 
cared for nearly fifty thousand veter- 
ans. The present total membership of 
the home represents only 2 per cent. of 
the living ex-Union soldier element of 
our population, which le estimated at 
1,000,000. This alone speaks volumes for 
the self-supporting characteristics of 
the ex-soldier. Nothing less than long 
continued disability prompts him to ask 
for home benefits, and even then it is 
with the hope of restoration to health 
sufficient to enable him to re-enter the 
busy world. 

Incidental to the quarterly returns 
from the seven branches, it may be 
mentioned that 420,000 visitors were re- 
corded, the Central Branch at Dayton, 
O., leading with nearly one hundred and 
fifty thousand in the three months. 
These figures convey some idea of the 
attractiveness of the Eastern homes 
and the density of population as com- 
pared to California: Of the nearly one- 
half million visitors thus noted the Pa- 
cific branch received but 7000. However, 
it is thought that for many reasons the 
Pacific branch will be the last one to 
exist, and while its growth may seem 
slow, it will yet develop into the most 
beautiful of all. he last surviving sol- 
diers of the war he rebellion will be 
found under the balmy skies of South- 
ern California, and in the eternal fitness 
of things and the westward movement 
he will have volunteered from among 
the somber pines of Maine.

The congregation of the Church of the 
New Era listened to ‘An address by ex- 
Judge R. M. Widney on a system of na- 
tional finance, which, the speaker said, 


financial diffieulties and put money in 
everybody's pocket, yesterday afternoon 
in Illinois Hall. 

“If you wish to free yourself from the 
power of the Rothschilds,” said the 
speaker, “you must adopt a system of 
finance which will admit of an increase 
in the circulating medium, My sug- 
gestion is that’currency notes to the 
amount of $20 per capita be issued. 
Then, if the financial kings succeed in 
cornering the gold and silver of the 
world, there will still be left the cur- 
rency notes as a circulating medium.” 

The speaker announced, after he had 
spoken nearly two hours, that he would 
deliver the rest of the address next 
Sunday afternoon, and that he would 
be pleased to answer questions concern- 
ing his ideas on finance, although he 
supposed there were thousands of ques- 
tions he could not answer. One of the 
congregation suggested that finance 
was an important factor in church 
management and that it wouldn't be a 
‘bad idea to take up a collection, A col- 
lection was thereupon taken up and W. 
Cc. Bowman, preacher of the church, an- 
ie that the amount-realized was 
2.35. 

An old gentleman with long hair and 
spectacles that rested on a sharp nose 
was of the opinion that when the gold 
reserve is drawn upon too heavily it 
would be a good plan to prop it up with 
notes not redeemable in gold and not 
bearing interest, but legal tender. He 
thought also that if a man bought some 
blankets in Scotland it wasn’t neces- 
sary for him to send gold over there, 
but he could let his bank attend to the 
matter with a draft on a Scotch bank.

An Engineer’s Carelessness Costs
